2. Claims 1-2, 5, 7, 10 and 12 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art does not teach a rotor including moxmting sections for the 
magnets which are highly rigid and non-mounting sections where the magnets are not mounted 
which are resilient to allow elastic deformation, wherein the mounting sections and non- 
mounting sections alternate with each other.
